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Britain exported nearly £6 million worth of biscuits last year. This year, up till July 31, 
exports of some biscuits showed a slight decline, but chocolate-coated biscuits had 
risen to £407,363 against £276,665 for the same period last year. William Macdonald & 
Sons (Biscuits) Limited of Hillington, Glasgow, who now account for more than a quarter 
of all British sales in this category, recently started export to the United States and 
Canada with a special candy bar version of their Penguin biscuit. In the illustration the 
| biscuit ingredients are about to be stirred by mechanical agitators. The time of 
stirring is automatically controlled. 





How the United Kingdom Exporter can 
Help his Dollar Customer 


The following (imaginary) letter was written to the managing director of a United Kingdom 
firm by a friend who lived in the town where the American firm concerned is located. The 
correspondence illustrates some of the difficulties which can and do occur when a United Kingdom 
firm without previous experience of exporting tries to sell to an American firm which has 
never previously imported. ; 
August 6, 1958. 
EAR JOHN — Thank you for your letter of appreciation of my efforts to help in sorting out your 
1) difficulties with Mr. Cost, the President of the X.Y.Z. Company Inc. This town where the 
X.Y.Z. Company Inc. has a warehouse and where I have lived for some years is over four 
hundred miles from any big city or seaport, so the information we were continually requiring was 
not easily obtainable. I certainly agree that it is not your responsibility to tell Mr. Cost what he should 
know about the requirements on his side of the Atlantic affecting an incoming shipment from you. 
I am sure, however, that if you, as the United Kingdom exporter, had realized at the outset that the 
only price in which Mr. Cost was interested was what the goods would cost when delivered into his 
warehouse, you might have been more helpful in your correspondence. 

Much of the information which I have unearthed here and which you required could I believe 
have been fairly easily obtained by you in England. It was however much more difficult for the 
X.Y.Z. Company to obtain the information which they required by reason of their somewhat isolated 
position. The local banker here didn’t know much about foreign trade and the only available United 
States Customs House broker (you call them steamship and freight agents) was several hundred 
miles away. Had we only known how useful a good Customs House broker could be to an importer 
in this country I could have saved myself a great deal of work. I need hardly add that you might 
also have consulted one of the freight agents in your City, as I know they look after the shipments of 
British products to this country and are well aware how an invoice should be made out. 

I think it an excellent idea to let your Chamber of Commerce have a résumé of your experience 
for the benefit of other would-be exporters to the United States so I will not ask to be excused for 
rubbing in details of the mistakes you made. The report on the United States firm which the Com- 
mercial Department of the nearest British Consulate-General here sent you indicated very clearly 
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that you were in touch with a firm extremely well qualified to distribut: 
your goods if the price was right. This, combined with the excellent 
financial report which your own bank obtained on the United States 
firm, more than warranted special efforts on your part to provide mor: 
helpful information at the outset. 


How the Inquiry Developed 
The sequence of correspondence, with my remarks, follows: 
June 1, 1958. United States firm to you. 
literature on your goods. 
June 25, 1958. United States firm receive your quotation of £2 14s. 6d 
($7.63) per dozen Loco Manchester. 


Request for prices and 


You admit receiving the United States firm’s air mail letter on 
June 4—don’t you think the prospective business warranted an air 
mail letter rather than a long delayed reply by sea mail? I think too 
that you should have realized that the American firm was more like]; 
to be interested in selling in volume. They were in error in not writing 
to that effect, but the footnote to your quotation which read ‘Reductions 
for quantities’ simply meant to them that your price of £2 14s. 6d 
was your highest and that a lower one could be quoted. You were 
nearly on the right track in giving a United States dollar equivalent 
($7.63), but when the manager of the United States firm here eventually 
discovered from his own bank that the cost of buying sterling (which 
he would have to do if business transpired) was $2.82 and not the 
$2.80 rate used by you, he was, to put it politely, most displeased 
You should have given the current United States exchange rate for 
sterling. 


But ‘Loco’ Manchester foxed us completely. It is a term which is 
not used in this country, and if the information I qgentually obtained 
is correctly interpreted as ‘at the works unpacked’ , It is a meaningless 
method of quoting. There is no point in using terms unless you are 
sure they will be understood by the prospective buyer. 


June 30, 1958. United States firm to you. Requesting price pet 
1200 dozen and clarification of term ‘Loco’ Manchester 

July 5, 1958. United States firm received your quotation of 
£2 10s. Od. ($7.05) per dozen for 1200 dozen F.O.B. 
United Kingdom port. 


This was an improvement in price and thank goodness you sent 
your reply by air mail. In their letter of June 30 the firm’s manager 
wrote to you personally by name and I believe you could have 
cemented a better relationship by returning the compliment and 
addressing him as ‘Dear Mr. Cost’ rather than as ‘Dear Sir’. Americans 
do like the personal touch. 


The United States firm now certainly knew what 1200 dozen of 
your goods would cost when on board ship at Liverpool, but out 
‘in the sticks’ here because of the lack of importing experience and 
sources of information, it is almost impossible to work out the addi- 
tional costs involved in transporting the goods from Liverpool 
to the American firm’s warehouse. 


You gave no details of how you intended to pack the goods — nor 
indeed if packing was included in your price — and when I made a 
special trip to the nearest city to consult a firm whom I knew to be 
importers of British products, the Import Manager’s first request was 
for weights and measurements. A telephone call to the local representa- 
tive of a steamship line in a nearby city enabled us to make a guess as 
to the cost of the freight and insurance rates to a United States port. 
As you know, subsequent correspondence proved that our guess was 
far too high and in fact, if I had not begged the firm to continue to 
write to you for further information, the price we had estimated for 
the cost of the goods by the time they were in the United States firm’s 
warehouse would have been too high for them to be sold here. But 
our investigations so far have shown that we must have both the 
F.O.B. (free on board) United Kingdom price and the additional 
charges necessary to estimate what the C.I.F. (cost, insurance and 
freight) price is. 


July 23, 1958. Your air mail quotation of July 19 giving the F.O.B. 
price and the C.I.F. price, as requested, arrived and 
it was thought that we were now all set to import, but 
the American firm’s ignorance (which was not their 
fault) of the requirements of the United States 
Customs for appraisal of the imports raised another 
difficulty. 
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Finding Appropriate Tariff Item 
From the illustrated literature describing your article we felt sure 
that nothing but metal was used and that under the appropriate 

Tariff paragraph the United States Customs duty would be 124 per 

cent. ad valorem. However, when the sample arrived a few days ago 

(and, I might add, was most favourably commented upon) it was 

immediately seen that what may be a major proportion of plastic 

material is used, and if plastic is the component of greatest value, the 

United States Customs duty jumps to 17} per cent. ad valorem. 

July 26, 1958. Your cable response to the United States firm’s 
request for the value of the basic componentestablished 
that it was the metal, and not the plastic, which was 
of greatest value. This was welcome news. Now at 
long last it was possible to estimate with some 
precision what the goods would cost upon delivery 
into the X.Y.Z. Company’s warehouse. 

This is how the United States firm worked it out:

The cost to the United States firm is very slightly in excess of 
70 U.S. cents per unit, which enables them to take a most satisfactory 
profit mark-up and then sell at wholesale most competitively. 

In theory your only responsibility is to quote and give full details 
to a prospective American customer covering (a) and (b) and it is 
the United States firm’s responsibility to work out (c), (d) and (e), but I 
believe that there may be many United States firms who could be 
usefully reminded by an exporter that they are responsible for (c), 
(d) and (e). I am told that the Tariff Section of the Board of Trade’s 
Export Services Branch or the American Embassy in London could 
have given you the rate of United States duty payable and it would 
have been helpful to include this information when you wrote to the 
American firm, providing you made it quite clear that it was the 
United States firm’s responsibility to check the accuracy of the 
United States Customs rate given with the nearest United States 
Customs appraiser. 


Help for Your Customer 


I realise that it was obviously impracticable for you to give any 
idea of the costs involved in (d) and (e) even if you realised that there 
would be a charge at all for (d). But if you had consulted your own 
freight forwarder in the United Kingdom you would have been able 
to obtain all the information necessary about how to pack, C.I.F. 
charges, etc., as well as the name of his United States correspondent, 
i.e., the United States firm of customs brokers who, in the event of 
business transpiring, would clear the shipments entering the United 
States. By passing on the name of this latter firm to your prospective 
United States buyer, therefore, you would have given him a useful 
contact to consult if, as in this instance, he happened to be new to the 
importing game. 

As for (e), it certainly is your American buyer’s responsibility to 
work this out but how can he do so unless you give the weights and 
measurements? By the way, your freight forwarder has I hope explained 
to you that cases which measure more than 25 cu. ft. and weigh 
more than 4,000 Ibs. usually cost more to handle at the port of loading 
and at the port of unloading. 

There is one point of importance you must bear in mind when 
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How to Quote Prices | 


Many United Kingdom Chambers of Commerce regularly 
advise on the type of export problem revealed in this 
correspondence. The main points are summarized here for 
the benefit of other potential exporters. 
United States firms want to know what the goods will 
cost them delivered to their warehouse. They receive this 
information from their domestic suppliers and can see no 
reason why they should not receive it from their foreign 
suppliers. United States suppliers often quote F.O.R. 
(Free on Rail); this includes the cost of packing. The size 
of the cases is given. The purchaser is therefore accustomed 
to working out internal delivery charges. The only charges 
with which the purchaser is not familiar are Customs 
Duty and clearance from ship’s side. 


Therefore always give the following information: 





(a) F.O.B. price in dollars. 
(b) C.1.F. price in dollars, with a breakdown of the 
charges. 

(c) If packaging must be extra, give a price for a represen- 
| 


tative quantity of goods. 

(d) Always use Air Mail for all correspondence. 

(e) When practicable provide samples. When not, send 
a good supply of descriptive literature. (The United 
States firm may want their travellers to obtain their 
customers’ opinions). 

You have now given the United States firm as much 
information as their domestic suppliers give them except 
Customs Duty and Dock Clearance. These are their 
responsibility but it is up to you to help. 

Therefore tell the United States firm: 

(a) What you believe the duty to be, giving the relevant 
paragraph in the United States Tariff. Advice on this 
can be sought from the Tariff Section of the Board of 
Trade’s Export Services Branch or from the American 
Embassy in London. Make sure to tell the United 
States firm that the final decision lies with the United 
States Customs in the United States. 

(b) When an article is composed of more than one material, 
give the breakdown by percentage of each material 
by value. 

(c) Your shipping agent will have a correspondent in the 
United States. Tell your customer the name and 
address. 

(d) Give particulars of each consignment. Method of 
despatch. Size of cases. Name of ship, port and date 
of arrival, etc. 





If all this seems too complicated you can always obtain 
help from Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade 
from the Board of Trade Regional Offices or from the 
Commercial Diplomatic officers who are situated in 
19 of the main trading centres of the United States. 








quoting at (a) and (b). United States Customs duty is normally based 
on the F.O.B. United Kingdom freely offered export price (I am not 
going into the other methods sometimes used by United States 
Customs authorities for assessment of duty). If you quote a C.I.F. 
price, then the United States Customs require a breakdown of all the 
charges involved in arriving at the C.I.F. price. If a United States 
appraiser does not have these details and makes his own estimate 
of the F.O.B. or freely offered export price, he will almost certainly 
under-estimate these charges — so it is possible that the assessment of 
United States duty would be.on the high side. The chances are that 
your invoice will be made out in sterling for which you have given 
the current United States dollar equivalents. If, however, you do 
quote a price in United States dollars only, not only should you give 
the F.O.B. price as well as the additional costs to bring it to a C.1.F. 
price, but you will also have assumed the responsibility of quoting a 
firm United States dollar price (unless you state otherwise). This

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Overdrafts of Nationalized 
Industries 


THE TREASURY now announce the bank overdrafts at August 20, 
1958, of the bodies to which advances may be made under Section 42 
of the Finance Act, 1956, as amended by Section 36 of the Finance 
Act, 1958. 

The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities at August 
20, 1958, was £68-1 million, of which £64-3 million was from the 
Clearing Banks and £3-8 million from the Scottish Banks.

means that you may have to take steps to protect yourself against 
variations in the exchange rate and this can of course be done through 
your own bank. 


August 5, 1958. Your air mail letter of August 2 received. This 
confirmed the order you had received for 1200 dozen. 
How did you guess that the details of the vessel by 
which you were shipping and the date of sailing from 
Liverpool which you gave were exactly what the 
United States firm wanted to know (and forgot to 
ask for)? 

By the way three points which can affect the United States delivered 
price, which I discovered, are worth repeating. The first is that fast 
freight in passenger ships is approximately 15 per cent higher than 
by slow freight. If you fall behind in your manufacturing schedule, 
or if your American buyer insists on quicker delivery, you may have 
to use the more expensive method. It might be worth making this 
point clear to your American customer. 

The”second point is that shipments which are less than $250 in 
value do not require a formal entry with the United States Customs 
and the use of a United States Customs broker and the cost of his 
services is therefore avoided. 

The third point is that parcel post is a method of sending certain 
goods to America which may be worth consideration. It offers good 
security at a constant cost and is comparative with slow freight from 
the point of view of time taken. Parcels which are limited to a maximum 
weight of 22 lbs. and must be within certain measurements are delivered 
to a United States firm by the postman who collects the duty plus a 
small fee of a few cents. 

Supplemental or fill-in orders are frequently necessary and parcel 
post might be a useful method to effect their delivery. There is no 
reason of course why orders valued in excess of $250 may not be 
sent by parcel post, but don’t try to be clever and hope to avoid using a 
Customs House broker by posting parcels on different days.

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Royal Gifts at International 
Handicrafts Exhibition 


SIR DAVID ECCLES, President of the Board of Trade, was expected 
to open the Sixth International Handicrafts and Do It Yourself 
Exhibition at the Empire Hall, Olympia, London, yesterday. 

The Show is on until September 20, and apart from the many 
hundreds of new practical do-it-yourself demonstrations, and a 
large-scale display of handicraft work from Britain and all parts of the 
world, visitors are able to view the Royal gift treasures which were 
presented to H.R.H. The Duke of Edinburgh during his world tour 
in 1956/7. 

They include an imposing array of native handicraft and other 
objects presented to the Duke in Australia, New Zealand, Malaya, 
Malacca, South Georgia, Ascension Island, Gambia, the Falkland 
Islands, Tristan da Cunha and other parts of the Commonwealth. 

In the International Section of the Exhibition there are fine speci- 
mens of colourful work with demonstrations by craftsmen and 
women from many of the countries. Represented in the section are 
The People’s Republic of China, Ghana, Libya, Morocco, Poland, 
Ceylon, Pakistan, Yugoslavia, Norway, East Africa, India, West 
Germany, Switzerland and Hungary. 


Festival of Sewing 


There is also a big display of British Handicraft work of every 
description entered in the British Handicrafts Competition organized 
by the exhibition. The many features will include the ‘Festival of 
Sewing,’ which incorporates a Home Dressmaking Display and 
constant do-it-yourself Fashion Parades in the exhibition theatre. 

Another novel feature is the exhibit of The Association of Model 
Railway Clubs. This shows large-scale working layouts in the popular 
model railway sizes operating today and there is also a display of 
static models, all built by members of the clubs. Demonstrations of 
how these models are made are given. 

For the do-it-yourself enthusiasts there are a score of practical 
demonstrations of new tools, equipment and materials, many of them 
shown for the first time, and overseas buyers, particularly from 
Australia, Canada, South Africa, the Netherlands, and East and West 
Africa are expected to visit the show as there is a developing export 
trade in such things as power tools, paints and wallpapers and new 
do-it-yourself kits. Several wallpaper manufacturers make a point of 
showing their new wallpaper designs at this exhibition which is 
another attraction to visitors from abroad. 


Chancellor on Economic 
Expansion 


TO PREVENT a recession in world trade and to promote economic 
expansion was important to the future not only of the United Kingdom 
but of every country in the free world, said Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in a speech at Dawlish on August 27. 

One of the most effective steps towards expansion that could be 
taken was the provision of larger funds that could, if needed, be used 
to support world trade, and to save countries which might be facing 
temporary deficits from the need to cut down their trade in order to 
achieve an early balance. Another of the world’s needs was for adequate 
capital to finance growth and development in under-developed 
countries. 

It was therefore very good news that President Eisenhower had in 
his letter to the Secretary of the United States Treasury taken a 
vigorous step to have these matters discussed at the forthcoming 
meeting of the World Bank and International Monetary Fund in 
New Delhi, and had himself put forward some important and specific 
ideas. 


‘America’s leadership in this matter is essential to progress and we 
warmly welcome the President’s initiative,’ the Chancellor added. 
‘We shall look forward to discussing these matters in New Delhi, and 
of course the countries of the Commonwealth will also wish to consider 
them when they meet together in Montreal.’

Record Export Figures Herald Aircraft Industry’s 
Farnborough Show 


EXPORTS OF BRITAIN’S aircraft industry for the first seven months 
of 1958 are nearly 50 per cent. above the equivalent figure of last 
year. The July export total of £14,676,796 was the second highest 
ever recorded by the industry and brought the January-July figure to 
£.91,910,080 (1957: £62,147,710). Leading buyers of aircraft and 
parts in July were Canada (£2,695,300), India (£2,044,541), Western 
Germany (£1,436,228) and the United States (£1,204,828). Dollar 
sales to the United States and Canada totalled almost £18 million, a 
figure which does not include aero-engines and components. 

British aero-engines have earned some £200 million in overseas 
currency since the war and are now being built under licence in nine 
countries, thus earning additional royalties. More than 50 types of 
foreign aircraft are fitted with British power plants. 

These great achievements in a highly competitive export market 
form a fitting prelude to the Society of British Aircraft Constructors’ 
19th Flying Display and Exhibition, the focal point of the industry's 
overseas sales drive, which opened at Farnborough on Monday. 
Many of the aircraft and engines concerned in this magnificent sales 
effort can now be seen there in all their glory. 

Pride of place goes to Rolls-Royce whose products last year accounted 
for about half our aero-engine export trade and power no less than 
14 aircraft in the flying display. This company’s latest products, the 
Conway by-pass turbojet — the most powerful engine yet announced 
for civil operation, intended for the British VC.10 airliner and the 
Victor bomber, and the American Boeing 707 and DC.8 airliners 
and the Tyne turboprop, fly in Vulcan and Ambassador test beds 
respectively. 

Rolls-Royce Avon turbojets, which power 10 foreign aircraft of 
five countries, are fitted to the Comet 4 and 3B, Canberras, FD.2, 
Hunters (Mark 6, T7 and T8), Sea Vixen and Lightning flying in 
the display. Rolls-Royce thrust-reverse units are demonstrated in 
the Comet 3B. Darts, which have already amassed more than 
5 million airline hours, fly in a Viscount 812 and Herald. 

De Havilland engines power six aircraft in the display. A new naval 
strike-bomber, the NA.39, has two Gyron Junior turbojet engines, 
which are designed specifically for trans-sonic and super-sonic flight. 
Various marks of Gipsy Major piston engines power Chipmunk and 
Alpha agricultural aircraft, Aiglet Trainer and two Skeeters. This 
company show the Gyron engine which, at 25,000 Ib. (11,340 kg.) 
of thrust with re-heat, is one of the most powerful engines in the 
world, a Gyron Junior, a Gipsy Major, a Spectre rocket motor (fitted 
to V-bombers to shorten take-off) and the new 1,000 h.p. Gnome 
turboprop engine which can be used for fixed wing aircraft or heli- 
copters. 

Napier and Alvis each supply power plants for five aircraft flying. 
Napier’s Elands power the Rotodyne 48 seat vertical take-off airliner, 
and the new Westminster Utility helicopter. Last month, the Eland 
was certificated in the United States for use in airliners. ‘The Canberra, 
which until recently held the world’s height record for aeroplanes, 
can be seen flying with a Scorpion rocket motor augmenting the power 
of its two Avons. Alvis Leonides (fitted to two Italian aircraft) and 
Leonides Major piston engines are installed in Widgeon and Whirlwind 
helicopters, President and Twin Pioneer airliners and in the Canadian 
Beaver. 


10,000 Sapphires built in United States 

Three types of Armstrong Siddeley engines power four aircraft 
in the display — the Sapphire turbojet (fitted to nine foreign aircraft 
and of which more than 10,000 have been built in the United States 
alone) in the Victor V-bomber and Javelin all-weather fighter, the 
Viper turbojet (fitted to five foreign aircraft) in the Jet Provost, and 
the Double Mamba turboprop in a Gannet. 

Bristol engines power what must be the largest and smallest military 
aircraft in the display. The Vulcan Mark 2 with four 16,000 lb. 
(7,257 kg.) thrust Olympus will dwarf the Orpheus-powered Gnat. 
The Orpheus is flying in more than half a dozen foreign military and 
civil aircraft. An Olympus 201 (17,000 Ib. — 7,711 kg. — of thrust), 
Orpheus and a sectioned, working Proteus 765 (the latest and most 
powerful version of this turboprop engine) can be seen in the show 
with a Thor ram-jet motor. 


Blackburn engines power the new Saunders-Roe P.531 helicopter 
and Ultralight -'Turmo free turbine (fitted to an American heli- 
copter) and Palouste air-bleed turbine respectively. These engines 
and a shaft-drive turbine, the Artouste, can be seen in the show. A 
notable exhibit on the Orenda engines stand is the Iroquois turbojet, 
claimed to be the most powerful aero-engine in the world yet 
announced. 


The Fly Past 


The flying programme, which begins at 2.30 p.m. on private and 
3 p.m. on public days, starts with a Gannet adapted to carry Air 
Early Warning radar, followed by the latest mark of Canberra to be 
announced, the Mark II Trainer. The Conway Vulcan engine test 
bed — a remarkably quiet aeroplane considering its power — then flies 
over. The Tyne-Ambassador and Scorpion Canberra, both engine 
test-beds, conclude group A. 

Nine helicopters, three of them new types, comprise the next group. 
The Bristol 192, fitted with two turbine Gazelle engines and intended 
to carry up to 25 troops, flies first followed by the SR.P.531, a new 
general purpose (passengers, ambulance, freight, air-sea rescue, 
etc.) turbine helicopter, and two 2-seat Skeeters. A tiny Ultralight is 
followed by the Westminster Utility, a ‘fying crane’ which weighs 
nearly 14 tons and has a rotor diameter of 72 feet (22 metres). The 
transport version will carry 46 passengers at 150 m.p.h. (241 k.p.h.) 
and is the largest helicopter project ever undertaken as a private 
venture by a British aircraft constructor. Other Westland aircraft 
conclude a significant demonstration of Britain’s range of helicopters. 


Next, a Viscount 812, the new Comet 4 and the Comet 3B take 
off, fly past and land. The 3B, prototype of the slipped wing short- 
range 4B, demonstrates the application of reverse thrust on landing 
the first airliner in the world to be equipped with this device. The 
President 12-seat transport comes next, followed by a Twin Pioneer 
which takes off carrying passengers and lands at a later stage in the 
programme. 

A series of individual demonstrations follow: an Alpha gives a 
crop spraying demonstration, and an Aiglet trainer flies by. Limitations 
of space preclude our mentioning every aircraft in the display although 
the military and naval aircraft which take part in the Royal Air Force 
and Royal Navy end of the show by their nature provide the most 
spectacular part of the flying to be seen as when No. 111 Hawker 
Hunter Squadron of R.A.F., Wattisham, Suffolk, make a double loop 
with 22 aircraft. After a mass take-off the Squadron-—led by its 
Commanding Officer, Squadron Leader Roger Topp, A.F.C. and two 
Bars — go into its manoeuvre immediately before crossing the Farn- 
borough boundary. At the end of the second loop the C.O. begins his 
400-mile-an-hour ‘conjurer’s trick’ by shedding six Hunters. 

The huge exhibition building and the adjacent outside equipment 
display are two major attractions during the Farnborough week. 
Among the thousands of exhibits are the largest die-forging in the 
country, a baby’s life jacket, solar and sea water batteries, a huge 
radar aerial and a ‘human operator response analyser’ made by 
Boulton Paul. Avery Hardoll have evolved a hydrant pit, normally 
set in concrete on the airport apron, with a quick release valve which 
can refuel an aircraft at flow rates up to 1,000 Imperial gallons a 
minute. 

Decca show a production Navigator, a Dectra receiver and other 
equipment which does so much to help relieve the headaches of air 
traffic controllers. Marconi have Doppler equipment on view, and a 
lot of other radar and electronic equipment. The widespread use of 
these devices is reflected in orders — more than £1 million worth of 
which have been received during the past three years for Type S.232 
radar alone. 

These are only a few of the exhibits which prove that, in the words 
of the Minister of Supply, Britain’s aircraft industry ‘is one of our 
most progressive industries . . . of immense significance for the whole 
of the engineering industry.’ The hard fact supporting this view is 
that the industry's export trade since the end of the war has now 
comfortably exceeded £700 million. 
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Licensing of Tin Imports from 
Sino-Soviet Bloc 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that on and after August 30, 
1958, imports into the United Kingdom of tin, unwrought, and tin 
alloys, originating in or consigned from Sino-Soviet Bloc, will be 
subject to individual licensing. ‘The Open General Licence has been 
amended accordingly. 

For tin, unwrought, and tin alloys originating in and consigned 
from the U.S.S.R. there will be a three months quota of 750 tons. 
No imports in excess of this figure will be admitted unless shipped 
to the United Kingdom (without optional destinations) under a bill 
of lading dated earlier than August 29. Any excess tonnage so admitted 
will be set-off against any subsequent quota. 

Applications for licences to import tin, unwrought, and tin alloys 
originating in or consigned from territories in the Sino-Soviet Bloc, 
other than the U.S.S.R., will be considered on the facts of each 
individual case and imports allowed within normal levels of trade. 
A Notice to Importers giving further details will be issued shortly. 
Notes 


1. The International Tin Agreement was signed in London on 
March 1, 1954, and came into force in 1956. It sets up an International 
Tin Council with powers designed to stabilize the price of tin. To do 
this a Buffer Stock is operated which buys tin at a floor price, at 
present £730 a ton, and sells at a ceiling price. There are also provisions 
for a restriction on exports if supply outruns demand. 

2. The recession in the United States at the end of 1957 put a 
severe strain on the stabilization system. The difficulties of the pro- 
ducing countries have been much increased by mounting exports of 
tin from the U.S.S.R. into the free world, which rose from 450 tons 
in 1956 to about 9,000 tons in 1957 and have been running at about 
double this rate in 1958. 


3. Imports of tin from the U.S.S.R. into the United Kingdom have 
been as follows:

4. Since December 1957 producer members of the International 
Tin Agreement have been restricting exports to a rate of about 
60 per cent. of the level of exports before restrictions were imposed. 
In the fourth quarter of 1958 producing countries will be cutting 
their exports back even further to about 50 per cent. of the pre- 
restriction level. 

5. The likely effects of Soviet exports have been causing concern 
for some months and approaches by the Chairman of the Tin Council 
to the Soviet Government have been made in various ways since the 
end of 1957. The Russian Government have offered to send an observer 


to the Tin Council. This avoids the main problem which is the limita- 
tion of their exports. 


_ 6, The Soviet Union has frequently made general statements of 
its concern for the welfare of the underdeveloped countries. Never- 
theless, the Russian exports have had serious effect on the economies 
of the principal tin producing countries, Malaya, Bolivia, Indonesia, 


the Belgian Congo, Thailand and Nigeria, all of which are under- 
developed countries. 


y The consumer members of the International Tin Council are 
Austria, Australia, Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, India, Israel, 


Italy, Republic of Korea, Netherlands, Spain, Turkey and United 
Kingdom. 


: 8. The quota restrictions apply to Russian tin (unwrought) and 
tin alloys. The withdrawal of open licence treatment from other 
Sino-Soviet Bloc countries is a precautionary measure mainly designed 
to prevent possible evasion of import restrictions on Soviet tin. 


9. In addition to the United Kingdom, the other principal importer 


of Russian tin, the Netherlands, has also agreed the imposition of 
restrictions. Imports of Russian tin into the other consuming members 
of the Agreement are on a smaller scale and in most cases are already 
subject to licence. 

10. Sino-Soviet Bloc-—for the purpose of the restrictions 
announced above, the Sino-Soviet Bloc comprises the following 
territories: Albania, Bulgaria, China, Czechoslovakia, Germany 
(Soviet Zone), Hungary, North Korea, North Vietnam, Poland, 
Roumania and the U.S.S.R.

June was Record Month for Tourists 


JUNE WAS ANOTHER record month for Britain’s tourist industry. 
Figures released by the British Travel and Holidays Association show 
that 155,500 tourists arrived in this country during the month - 
10 per cent. more than in June last year. 

There was an increase of 24 per cent. in the number of visitors from 
the United States — 53,300 against 43,000 in June, 1957. Visitors from 
South America increased by 36 per cent. over last year. 

The total number of visitors from European countries was roughly 
the same as the figure for June last year. Decreases in traffic from 
Belgium, Italy, and Germany were offset by substantial increases 
from Austria, Spain, Holland, and Sweden. 

In the first six months of this year, 498,500 overseas visitors arrived 
in Britain, an increase of eight per cent. over the figure of 462,000 for 


the first half of 1957. United States visitors increased from 105,200 
to 130,900. 


More Overseas Buyers See Radio Show 


MANY MORE overseas visitors are going to this year’s National 
Radio and Television Exhibition at Earls Court, London, a full report 
of which was published in last week’s Board of Trade Journal. Figures 
for the first four days of the exhibition, which closes tomorrow, show 
that the total attendance to Saturday last was 122,884 (1957: 118,936); 
of these visitors, 2,462 were from overseas against 2,338 last year 
and a higher proportion of these were buyers. 

ELSIE, the G.P.O’s Electronic Letter Sorting Indicating Equip- 
ment, was mentioned in our previous report as being capable of sorting 
letters at the rate @f 600 an hour. In fact the optimum rate is 3,000 
letters an hour, each one directed at its proper slot. 


Cotton Board Delegation for Hong Kong 


THE COTTON BOARD announce that it is hoped that a delegation 
consisting of Lord Rochdale, Chairman of the Cotton Board, Sir 
Cuthbert B. Clegg, Vice-President of the Cotton Spinners & Manufac- 
turers Association, and Mr. James Broatch, Director General of the 
Cotton Board, will leave for Hong Kong during the latter half of 
September to have discussions with the leaders of the Hong Kong 
cotton industry. 


No Increase in Import Duty on Seeds 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on June 12, 1956, that they were 

considering an application, under the Import Duties Act, 1932, for 

an increase in the duty on seeds, other than grain, peas and beans. 
The Board of Trade now announce that Her Majesty’s Govern- 


ment have decided that a case for increasing this duty has not been 
made out. 
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Estimate of Fall in Industry’s Fixed Capital Expenditure Next Year 


IT IS ESTIMATED that manufacturing industry’s fixed capital 
expenditure will be about the same this year as it was in 1957 and 
that, on present plans, it may be somewhat lower in 1959 than this 
year. 

These estimates are based on figures supplied to the Board of 
‘Trade by a sample of manufacturing companies as the result of a 
request, at the end of May 1958, for revised forecasts of their expendi- 
ture during 1958 and provisional forecasts of their expenditure 
during 1959: Most of the returns were received during July and the 
early part of August. 

The estimates indicate a fall of 2 per cent. in expenditure this year 
over last year, with expenditure on both plant, machinery and 
vehicles and on building work down by about the same proportion. 
This compares with previous estimates, based on forecasts made 
by companies at the turn of the year (*) of an increase of 2 per cent., 
made up of a small increase in expenditure on plant, machinery and 
vehicles, and a small decrease in expenditure on building work. The 
uncertainties attaching to forecasts of expenditure are, of course, 
such that too much significance should not be attached to the relatively 
small change in the estimates obtained from the two sets of forecasts. 

The calculations made from companies’ forecasts of expenditure 
during 1959 indicate a fall in total expenditure of about a sixth over 
1958, with plant, machinery and vehicles down by about a tenth 
and building work down by about a quarter. As these estimates are 
based on companies’ provisional forecasts of their expenditure over 
a period up to nearly a year and a half ahead, many of which will be 
subject to re-examination later this year, they are naturally subject 
to a greater measure of uncertainty than the estimates for 1958. 

There is also another, and possibly more important, reason why 
the estimates for both years, and particularly those for 1959, should 
be treated with great caution. They have been made, as have previous 
estimates of future expenditure in this series, by comparing companies’ 
forecasts of expenditure for a given year with forecasts of expenditure 
in the previous year made at the comparable time a year earlier. 
Thus, the estimates of changes between 1958 and 1959 have been 
obtained by relating the forecasts for 1959 made as a result of the 
approach at the end of May, 1958, with the forecasts for 1958 made 
as a result of the approach at the end of May 1957. 


Experience so far has shown that the over-all estimates of expendi- 
ture for a given year have consistently been in excess of the eventual 


out-turn. As the extent of excess of the estimates of future expenditure 
over actual expenditure has been fairly constant for each of the years 
so far covered by the inquiries, estimates obtained by using this 
method have been a good guide to future changes in expenditure. 
The validity of the method which, in the years up to 1957, was 
operating in a period of increasing expenditure, clearly depends upon 
the maintenance of a constant relationship between forecasts of 
expenditure and the out-turn. It is possible that there is a tendency 
for forecasts to be more realistic, that is, closer to the eventual out- 
turn, in a period when expenditure is levelling-off or declining, and 
if this is so, this method will tend to over-state a decline in expenditure. 


It is not, of course, possible, with the limited experience since 
these inquiries started in 1955, to assess whether this is true, but the 
possibility of the existence of such a factor is another reason for 
emphasizing that the estimates give above, particularly those for 
1959, should be treated with the greatest caution. Companies will 
be asked later this year for revised estimates of their expenditure 
during 1959. 


Other Industries and Services 


Revised estimates of the total expenditure during 1958 by this 
group of trades indicate a similar picture to that for manufacturing 
industry, but the estimate of a slight percentage fall in the total is 
made up of a small increase in expenditure on plant, machinery and 
vehicles, and a rather larger decrease in expenditure on building work. 
As was explained in the article giving the earlier estimates of expendi- 
ture during 1958*, owing to the fact that the sample of contributing 
companies in this group of trades was considerably increased during 
1957, 1958 was the first year for which many companies were providing 
forecasts and a measure of estimation has been necessary in order to 
obtain estimates of changes between 1957 and 1958 which are on a 
comparable basis to those for manufacturing industry described 
above. The resulting estimates may, therefore, be subject to a fairly 
wide margin of error. 

Companies in these trades were not asked at the end of May to 
give provisional forecasts of their expenditure during 1959; they will 
be asked, along with manufacturing companies, to give forecasts 
later this year.

Stocks of Manufacturing Industry 


Estimated Small Increase for Second Quarter of 1958 


‘THE VALUE of manufacturers’ stocks and work in progress is 
provisionally estimated to have increased by 1 per cent. (about 
£48 million) during the second quarter of this year, compared with 
an increase of } per cent. in the first quarter and one of 1} per cent. 
in the second quarter of 1957. As the limited run of quarterly figures 
indicates that the increase in the value of stocks is seasonally larger 
during the first quarter of the year than in the second, the larger 
increase during the second quarter of 1958 than that during the first 
quarter may mean that there was a slight change in the trend of stock 
changes during the second quarter. 

As the value of stocks of materials and fuel fell rather more during 
the second quarter than during the first quarter (by about 4 per cent. 
compared with about 34 per cent.) and the value of work in progress 
increased rather less (14 per cent. compared with 23 per cent.), the 
larger increase in the total value of stocks was due to an increase of 
about 9 per cent. in the value of stocks of finished goods compared 
with an increase of about 5 per cent. in the first quarter. 

The total value of stocks and work in progress increased much 
less during the first half of this year than during the corresponding 
period of 1957 — by about 14 per cent. compared with about 54 per 
cent. This smaller increase in the total was due largely to a fall of 
7 per cent. in the value of stocks of materials and fuel compared with 
a small increase last year, and partly to a smaller increase in the value 
of work in progress (4 per cent. compared with 8 per cent.); these 
together more than outweigh the larger increase in the value of stocks 
of finished goods (14 per cent. compared with 10 per cent.). 

These estimates are obtained from information so far received 


from companies contributing to the Board of Trade’s quarterly 
inquiry into the value of stocks and work in progress held by manu- 
facturing industry. Any revisions to these figures and greater detail 
of the changes, in the form given in an article in the Board of Trade 
Journal of August 8, 1958, will be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal about the middle of next month.

Stocks of Materials Outside Manufacturing 
Industry 


IT IS PROVISIONALLY estimated that the aggregate value of 
recorded stocks of industrial materials, other than foodstuffs and 
fuel, held outside manufacturing industry (i.e. by importers and 
merchants, and Government strategic and trading stocks) decreased 
by 6 per cent. during the second quarter. At constant (fourth quarter 
1956) prices it is estimated that this decrease would be about 1 per 
cent.; in the second quarter of 1957 the decrease was 2 per cent. 
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Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL INDEX of production for June 1958, prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office, is 134 seasonally corrected. This is 
only slightly below the May figure, but 6 per cent. below the high 
figure for June 1957. The seasonally corrected index for July is 
estimated at 134/5. 

Manufacturing output in June at 138 seasonally corrected was also 
slightly below the May figure; for the two months together the output 
of manufacturing industry was 4 per cent. less than in May-June

last year. 

Details of the construction of the Index are given in the Index 
of Industrial Production, Studies in Official Statistics, No. 2, which 
can be obtained from HM. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 2s.

CoID to Stage Experimental Display at 
Newcastle 


AT THE INVITATION of Bainbridge’s, the Newcastle store, the 


Some Horological Jewels and Aircraft

Council of Industrial Design is to stage an experimental exhibition, 
‘The Design Centre Comes to Newcastle’, which will be as far as 
possible a replica of The Design Centre in London. The display will 
run from September 18-October 11. About 350 items of household 
goods will be shown. 

Although there have been many provincial visitors among the 
million and a half people who have visited The Design Centre since 
it opened in April 1956, there has been widespread pressure from the 
provinces for the CoID to extend its activities beyond London. With 
its present resources, it is not possible for it to open regional Design 
Centres. Instead it is hoped to hold a series of displays similar to the 
present one in stores in various provincial centres.

Men’s Wear Colours for 1959 


BRITISH COLOUR COUNCIL ranges for men’s wear, which have 
now been released, consist of slubbings, suitings and sportswear, 
tropical suitings, knitwear and hose, silk and man-made fibres, 
shirtings for sports and casual wear and for more formal occasions, 
hats and galloons, and leather. These are planned nearly two years 
ahead of season in conjunction with the Men’s Wear Committee, 
composed of representatives from all sections of the trade.

15 months ahead of season. The range for 1959 consists of 16 colour 
groups with three tones to each group and includes grey blues deepen- 
ing to royal, and clear blues deepening to peacock; beige and brown 
tones both cool and warm in character, and greens ranging from soft 
grey greens to a stronger bottle type. Stronger hues also included are 
golden browns, olive greens, murrey and purple browns.

Purchase Tax on Drugs and Medicines in 
Aerosol Containers 


THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
position, in relation to the dispensing pack scheme for exemption from 
Purchase Tax, of ‘official’ drugs and medicines supplied in aerosol 
containers. In order to meet cases where aerosol packs cannot qualify 
for exemption as Class A or Class B packs, the Commissioners are 
prepared to approve them as Class C packs.

Export Achievements of United Kingdom Firms 


United Kingdom firms are invited to send in brief details

Jordan Orders Broadcasting Equipment. Another Marconi high- 
power broadcasting transmitter has been ordered by Jordan to increase 
the scope of the country’s broadcasting activities. The new transmitter 
will be installed in a new broadcasting station in Amman, for which 
Marconi’s are also supplying a medium wave transmitter. 


East African Airways Order Comet Jet Airliners. East African 
Airways have placed a contract with the De Havilland Aircraft Com- 
pany Limited for two Comet 4 jet airliners for mainline operations. 
These aircraft will be to the same specification as the fleet of 19 
Comet 4s now being built for the British Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion, with whom East African Airways operate in association. The East 
African Comets will be delivered within two years and will be 
employed primarily on the Nairobi-London service. By this time 
B.O.A.C. plan to have their Comet 4s in service on the London- 
Johannesburg route. The East African Comets will also be used on 
the Nairobi-Bombay service. 


New Television Stations for Australia. Substantial new con- 
tracts have been awarded to Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company 
for the supply and installation of further television transmitting 
stations and studio equipments in Australia. These orders have a total 
value of approximately £400,000. All were obtained through Amal- 
gamated Wireless (Australasia) Limited. Three out of the four new 
national television transmitting stations to be built will be Marconi- 
equipped. These will be at Brisbane, Adelaide and Perth. A consider- 
able quantity of studio equipment, including two outside broadcast 
vehicles has also been ordered for these stations and another to be 
built at Hobart. 


Generating Equipment for Iran. Mirrlees, Bickerton & Day 
Limited, of Stockport - a member of the Hawker Siddeley Group - 
are to supply three generating sets for a new power station being built 
under the Empire of Iran Development Plan at Ghazvin, a city of 
70,000 population, about 100 miles north-west of Teheran. The three 


sets will provide electricity for the whole city. In addition to the 
generating sets Brush are also supplying all the switchgear and trans- 
formers, cooling equipment, oil storage tanks, power and lighting 
equipment for the station and the station crane. All step-down 
transformers and cables for the town network will be supplied by 
Mirrlees, although their agents, the Mah Group Company Limited 
who are the main contractors for the supply and installation of all the 
rest of the equipment, will not be responsible for the erection of these. 
Both Mirrlees and Brush Electrical Engineering Company Limited, of 
Loughborough, who are supplying all the electrical equipment, will 
be sending engineers out from the United Kingdom to supervise the 
erection and installation of the equipment. 


Locomotives for East African Railways and Harbours. In the 
face of severe world-wide competition, The English Electric Company 
has been awarded a contract for eight 1,840 h.p. diesel-electric loco- 
motives for East African Railways and Harbours. The order was 
placed by the Crown Agents for Commonwealth and Overseas 
Governments in London, on instructions from Nairobi, after careful 
consideration had been given to American and Continental offers. 
East African Railways have so far relied mainly upon steam loco- 
motives for their main-line services and the fact that a British diesel 
engine design has been accepted by their railway’s engineers at this 
stage makes this order a particularly valuable one. The locomotive, 
which weighs approximately 100 tons, will be used on main-line 
mixed traffic duties between the Port of Mombasa, Nairobi and 
Kampala on the shores of Lake Victoria. The locomotives will be a 
joint product of the Preston works of English Electric where the 
12-cylinder diesel engines and electrical equipment will be manu- 
factured, and the Vulcan Foundry Limited, also members of the 
English Electric Group, where the locomotives will be built. 


Land Drainage Machinery for Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
Rotary Hoes Limited, West Horndon, Essex, have recently sent out a 
consignment of ten Howard trench diggers and pipe layers to Poland 
and Czechoslovakia which will be used under amelioration schemes to 
bring about the improvement of agricultural land. These orders were 
obtained as a result of visits by directors and executives of the 
company to Prague, the Poznan Fair in Poland and to Warsaw. 





GATT Review of Dumping Duties 


‘ANTI-DUMPING AND COUNTERVAILING DUTIES’ is the title of 
a new GATT publication which is an analysis of national legislation 
which provides for the levy of special duties, intended to protect 
domestic production against the competition of products imported 
at dumped or subsidized prices. 

The analysis is mainly concerned with the situation in those con- 
tracting parties to the General Agreement which currently make 
use of their anti-dumping and countervailing duty provisions. These 
are Australia, Belgium, Canada, New Zealand, Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, Sweden, Union of South Africa and the United 
States. In these instances extensive extracts of the relevant legislation 
are reproduced. 


The legislation of countries which have so far made little or no 
use of their anti-dumping provisions is reproduced only in the two 
instances where the legislation is more elaborate, namely Norway and 
the United Kingdom. 

It is interesting to note that this study reverts to the problems of 
dumping which were taken up by the League of Nations and which 
resulted in two League of Nations documents: (a) Jacob Viner’s 
Memorandum on Dumping which attempts to analyse the dumping 
problem in general, and (b) Dr. Trendelenburg’s description of 
legislation in force at that time in several countries. 

The origin of this study was a request to the secretariat of GATT 
by the Contracting Parties at their Tenth Session, in October 1955, 
to collect appropriate extracts from the legislation in question. At 
the Eleventh Session, in October 1956, this request was broadened 
into a more systematic analysis with assistance made available by 
the contracting parties concerned. The analysis was presented to the 
Contracting Parties at the Twelfth Session in November 1957 when 
the decision was taken to publish it.

Trade Commissioners Give Valuable Help in 
Export Selling 


Sir - The writer has recently returned from a visit to the Union of 
South Africa and Southern Rhodesia, the purpose of which was to 
appoint selling agents and do direct selling in these areas. 

That the trip was successful was due in no small measure to the 
arrangements made through an officer of the Board of Trade, with 
the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in the main centres. This 
enabled the writer to contact suitable applicants for the agency with 
a minimum of delay, leaving more time for field selling. 


Apart from this very valuable assistance the Trade Commissioners 
in Salisbury, Johannesburg, Durban and Cape Town were very 
helpful. For example, the Johannesburg Trade Commissioner was 
able to supply a report concerning the local manufacture and import 
details of the types of merchandise produced by this Company. 

However, one of the main services of the United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioners overseas offered to visiting exporters is their up-to- 
date commercial and economic knowledge of the countries in which 
they are serving. This information was found to be a very valuable 
background by the writer who was visiting the market for the first 
time.

Modern Cosmetics and Perfumery 

Manufacturers’ turnover of toilet preparations and perfumes 
(excluding soaps, dentifrices and shampoos) last year amounted to 
nearly £34 million, according to ‘Modern Cosmetics and Perfumery,’ 
the latest broadsheet published by PEP. Nearly a quarter, £8-1 million, 
was for export, leaving goods worth £25} million for consumption 
on the home market. The retailers’ mark-up, very rigidly adhered to, 
is 50 per cent. of the manufacturers’ prices to them. Purchase tax 
was then at 90 per cent. on manufacturers’ prices. This made a total 
consumers’ expenditure for 1957 of £61-8 million, or almost £3 for 
every woman over 14 years of age. 

The bulk of the cosmetics sold in this country are manufactured 
here, a substantial part by American-owned companies or their 
subsidiaries, it is stated. There are now only about a quarter as many 
establishments as in 1948 engaged in the manufacture of cosmetics 
and perfumery, some 240 against 1,100. The bulk of the market is 
controlled by large firms. PEP concludes that the number of manu- 
facturers is unlikely to increase, and it is more probable that their 
number will shrink still further.

Market Research for Iron and Steel Products 


A report on the results of a pilot study undertaken in Switzerland 
to determine what contribution the market sampling method might 
make to a market survey for basic products such as iron and steel has 
been published by the European Productivity Agency of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation, under the title ‘Market 
Sampling Study on Iron and Steel Products.’ 


The study was initiated by the Iron and Steel Committee of O.E.E.C. 
and was financed by E.P.A. A group of experts settled the terms of 
reference and supervised the planning, the objectives being narrowly 
limited to sampling methods from the outset.

Productivity in a Printing Firm 

A case-study of the efforts of a firm of general printers to raise its 
productivity has been carried out at Nottingham University by a 
team of research workers under the direction of Dr. F. A. Wells, who 
is the author of this report. The study deals with the factors affecting 
both financial and labour productivity, with the problem of the 
measurement of labour productivity, the supply of labour, the intro- 
duction of a wage incentive scheme, the relationship between costs, 
prices and productivity, and the efficiency of management. 

The work was financed by a grant under the Conditional Aid 
scheme (United States economic aid). The report entitled ‘Productivity 
in a Printing Firm,’ is published by Gerald Duckworth & Co. Ltd., 
London, W.C.2, price 21s. 
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Manufacturers Licensed to use 
the B.S.I.’s ‘Kite-mark’ 


NEARLY 1,500 manufacturers licensed to use the B.S.I.’s Kite-mark 
on their products are included in two lists just published by the 
Institution. Industrial goods and consumer goods are separated into 
List ‘A’ and List ‘B’ respectively. 

The 118 standards listed in the former affect a wide range of goods 
supplied by one section of industry to others; they include building 
and electrical materials and components, personal safety equipment, 
various cycle and automobile accessories and materials such as fillings 
for bedding and upholstery, where cleanliness is important. An 
index is also included. 

In List ‘B’ on consumer goods, more than 200 firms are listed as 
licensees under B.S. 1960, whose five parts prescribe rigorous per- 
formance tests to establish the durability of all types of domestic 
furniture; while some 150 manufacturers are licensed under B.S. 1877 
for domestic bedding. Some of the other consumer goods in this list 
of 27 standards where the Kite-mark operates are plastic W.C. seats 
and covers, pressure cookers and motor-cyclists’ crash helmets.

Painters’ and Decorators’ Brushes for Institutions 

Prepared at the request of a B.S.I. Advisory Committee, B.S. 2992 
will help to simplify the purchase of painters’ and decorators’ brushes 
by large users such as Government departments, local authorities 
and nationalized industries. 

The types of product for which the 44-page illustrated publication 
specifies dimensions include: distemper, wash-down, lime wash, 
paint, varnish, glue and tar brushes, and fitches and lining tools. 

The weight of fillings is specified in respect of each type 
of brush. But in view of the difficulty of specifying the quality of 
filling material, this feature has been safeguarded by requiring the 
submission and approval of samples for each purchase. 


The specifications were developed in collaboration with brush 
manufacturers, and are intended to supersede Government Specifica- 
tion TG 11A. They deal with many brushes treated in TG 11A; 
but there are, too, requirements for a wide range of brushes not 
previously standardized.

Automobile Filament Lamps 


‘Two important revisions are included in this new edition of B.S. 941 
(which supersedes the 1956 edition). 


For the first time the standard refers to lamps of the pre-focus 
type using the P.22 British pre-focus cap. Detailed requirements are 
specified for the positioning of the filaments, and for verifying the 
position by projecting magnified images of the filaments on to a test 
screen upon which targets with the permitted tolerances are drawn. 

Also for the first time the inspection and rating tests are based on 
a system of double sampling.

United Kingdom’s Important Contribution to Atoms 
for Peace Exhibition 


BRITAIN'S LATEST work on controlled thermonuclear reaction, 
the process by which it may be possible in the future to use water 
as fuel, is being demonstrated at the Second International Exhibition 
of the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, opened by Mr. Hammars- 
kjoeld, Secretary General of the United Nations, in Geneva last Sunday. 

The exhibition, comprising scientific and commercial sections, is 
being held concurrently with a conference attended by scientists 
from all over the world. The official United Kingdom delegation is 
led by Sir John Cockcroft, Member for Scientific Research of the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority; the other members are 
Sir Leonard Owen, Managing Director of the U.K.A.E.A. Industrial 
Group, Dr. Willis Jackson, representing British industry, Sir George 
Thomson, nominated by the Royal Society and Dr. J. F. Loutit, 
Medical Research Council. 


Britain’s Scientific Papers 

Before the conference closes on September 14, 87 British papers 
will have been read out of the 200 submitted. From all countries 
over 2,000 papers were submitted and although the bulk of these 
will be included in the official report of the proceedings, only a little 
more than 25 per cent. will be read. British papers on thermonuclear 
research include a survey of work in the United Kingdom given by 
Dr. P. C. Thonemann, of Harwell, as well as a separate paper on the 
design and performance of ZETA, prepared by Dr. Thonemann, 
three of his colleagues at Harwell and two representatives of Metro- 
politan Vickers Electrical Co. Ltd., Manchester. There is also a 
paper on the theoretical problems associated with ZETA, a review 
of the A.E.I. research work, studies of high current gas discharges 
at high rates of build-up, a study of hydromagnetic disturbances in a 
plasma and a short theoretical study of the stability of a constricted 
gas discharge. The other papers cover a wide field of work in many 
nuclear sciences including studies of various types of reactor, reviews 
of experiences with Calder Hall, the designs which have been evolved 
from the Calder Hall model, the economics of nuclear power, special- 
ized applications of radioactive isotopes, safety aspects, etc. 


The U.K.A.E.A. exhibit in the scientific section covers 5,000 square 
feet of space and includes large scale models of ZETA and SCEPTRE, 
the tyre shaped machines at Harwell and the A.E.I., Aldermaston, 
and a working model of apparatus now in use at the Atomic Weapons 
Research Establishment. 

In addition to the fusion work there are sections demonstrating 
the reactor research programme, some aspects of power research, 
the technology associated with nuclear development, including 
surveying for raw materials, research into fuel elements, instrumenta- 
tion for various purposes, reactor chemistry, chemical processes and 
fission product disposal. The high temperature gas cooled experiment 
at Winfrith Heath and the nuclear power stations now being built 
for the Central Electricity Generating Board are featured among the 
models of reactors on view. 


Commercial Exhibits 


In the commercial exhibition, where United Kingdom stands 
occupy by far the largest space, the Atomic Energy Authority also 
have an important exhibit demonstrating the practical aspects of 
nuclear reactors, instruments and materials available for sale. 
Emphasis is put on the fuel element service which can support the 
export of reactors, together with the developments in isotope produc- 
tion and sales service. 

In the fuel element section is a display of elements spanning many 
years, ranging from the earliest types to those being designed for 
future reactors. Another part of this section shows the complexity 
of fuel element production from the raw material to the specialized 
operation of reprocessing the highly irradiated fuel elements. 

In the isotope section representative examples of several hundred 
radioactive isotopes prepared by the U.K.A.E.A. are seen. How 


isotopes are made, some of the uses to which they are put, the 
Authority’s isotope advisory service, are among the subjects featured. 


Other important exhibitors include more than 26 member firms 
of the Scientific Instrument Manufacturers’ Association of Great 
Britain: Dawe Instruments (London); Ekco Electronics (Southend); 
Electronic Instruments (Richmond); Elliott Brothers (London); 
E.M.I. Electronics (Hayes); Ferranti (Lancashire); General Radio- 
logical (London); Isotope Developments (Reading); and Pye Atomics 
Division (Cambridge), to name but a few. In addition, Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd. demonstrate some of the extensive contribu- 
tions made by the Company in the development of atomic energy, 
with emphasis on the metallurgical products which it manufactures 
for nuclear engineering industry. This display recalls also the earlier 
work of the company in establishing methods of producing metallic 
uranium and thorium, and in solving problems involved in separating 
the fissile U.235 isotope from natural uranium, in rolling and extruding 
uranium, and in the production of heavy water. Mullard Equipment 
Limited feature a range of electronic instruments and ultrasonic 
apparatus specifically designed for special applications in nuclear 
power reactors, nuclear research laboratories and in industries using 
nuclear techniques. 


In all some 350 exhibitors are taking part in the event which 
constitutes one of the biggest scientific gatherings yet held.

Manufacturing Activity in Australia 


COMMENTING ON the latest ‘Survey of Manufacturing Activity in 
Australia,’ prepared by the Industries Division of the Australian 
Department of Trade, Mr. McEwen, Australian Minister for Trade, 
said that activity in manufacturing industry was at a high level and 
there was no reason why it should not continue. Markets were not 
expanding as rapidly as in earlier years but demand had held firm 
in most sectors of industry. 


It was evident that production had moved upward since October 
1957, when the last survey was made. Basic industries producing 
metals, chemicals, plastic and building materials continued to expand 
output. Industries producing motor vehicles and household appliances 
increased production and production of plant, equipment and 
machinery mainly was steady. The continued high level of investment 
in manufacturing industry indicated manufacturers’ confidence in 
the continued growth of their market in Australia and overseas. 


There has been some alteration and improvement in the contents 
of the Survey since the last issue was published. Basic statistical 
and general background information concerning the structure and 
development of industry has been included so that current movements 
can be viewed against long-term trends. Economic factors which may 
influence businessmen in their day-to-day decisions and long term 
planning are more clearly outlined.

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Trade and Financial Agreements 


Portugal and Chile 


A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT between Portugal and Chile was signed 
in Lisbon on July 17, 1958. The Agreement came into force pro- 
visionally on the date of signature and is to be valid until June 30, 
1959, being tacitly prolonged each year thereafter until denounced. 

The Agreernent provides for the mutual concession of most- 
favoured-nation treatment and is on the lines of an earlier Portuguese- 
Chilean Trade Agreement of September 18, 1954, details of which 
were published in the Board of Trade Journal of February 12, 1955, 
page 361. 


The principal change is that whereas Portuguese imports of Chilean 
sodium nitrate were formerly fixed at up to 30,000 tons a year, they 
are now to be in ‘quantities adequate to satisfy the yearly needs of 
Portugal.’ 


An Additional Protocol provides that the funds accruing to Chile 
as a counterpart for her exports of sodium nitrate shall be held in 
Lisbon in a special account and used to finance Portuguese exports, 
which must be diversified to the extent that no single export shall 
represent more than 40 per cent. of the value of sodium nitrate 
imported.

El Salvador and Denmark 


A TREATY OF COMMERCE and Navigation between the Republic 
of El Salvador and the Kingdom of Denmark was signed at San 
Salvador on July 9. It was subsequently ratified by the Salvadorean 
Legislative Assembly on July 18 and received the Presidential signature 
on July 29. 

The Treaty provides for most-favoured-nation treatment in all 

matters relating to trade between the two countries, except for: 

(a) favours, etc. that Denmark has granted or may grant to 
Sweden, Norway, Iceland or Finland; 

(b) favours, etc. that either party has granted or may grant to a 
bordering country for frontier traffic or to fellow-members of a 
customs union or free trade area; and 

(c) favours, etc. that E] Salvador has granted or may grant to other 
Central American countries. 

The Treaty will remain in force from the date of exchange of 

ratifications until denounced by either party giving 90 days’ notice.

Agreement between Spain and the Federal Republic of Germany 
was extended for a further 12 months from May 1, 1958 by an exchange 
of letters. 

Spanish import lists for German goods remain unchanged whereas 
the German import lists for Spanish goods have to be amended to 
take into account changes in the current liberalized list and global 
import quotas for countries outside the O.E.E.C. and the Soviet Bloc.

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Legislation Affecting Import Duties 
on Certain Goods 


THE PRESIDENT of the United States approved, on August 14, a 
Public Law (P.L. 85-645) affecting the duty position of certain news- 
print and extracts of eucalyptus, and clarifying the classification of 
synthetic textiles; and on August 20, Public Law 85-696, affecting 
the duty Position of wooden handles for paint rollers. 


The first Act reduces from 15 to 13 ins. the minimum width of 
paper in rolls entitled to duty-free entry under Tariff paragraph 1772 
as standard newsprint paper; at present newsprint of a width less 
than 15 ins. is dutiable under paragraph 1401, and the Act is designed 
to take account of the trend toward the use of narrower width paper 
in the printing of newspapers. This alteration took effect on the day 
following the enactment of the Act. 


The clarification of the position of synthetic textiles is effected by 
amending Tariff paragraph 1313 to read as follows: 

‘As used in this title, the term “‘rayon or other synthetic textile” means any fiber, filament, 
or fibrous structure, and any band or strip (suitable for the manufacture of textiles) not 
over | in. in width, all the foregoing whether formed by extrusion or by processes from 
substances derived by man from cellulosic or non-cel!ulosic materials by chemical processes, 
such as, but not limited to, polymerization and condensation, but the term does not 
include fibers, filaments, fibrous structures, or bands and strips of glass or other non- 
metallic mineral, or of metal, paper, or natural rubber.” 

A proviso has been written into the Act to the effect that, notwith- 
standing the above provisions, it is not intended to change the existing 
customs classification of nylon monofilament fishing line, nylon 
surgical sutures, nylon tennis racket strings or nylon brush bristles. 


The amendment to paragraph 1313 becomes effective on the 
30th day after the enactment of the Act. The final section of the 
P.L. 85-645 provides for the free importation of extracts of eucalyptus 
suitable for tanning purposes even if not chiefly used for that purpose, 
on the same temporary basis up to September 29, 1960, now accorded 
to vegetable tanning extracts. 


This amendment is effected by adding to the initial phrase of Tariff 
paragraph 1670 (b) the words ‘. . . and extracts, decoctions and prepara- 
tions of eucalyptus (irrespective of their chief use) suitable for use 
for tanning.’ This amendment took immediate effect. 


Public Law 85-696 is intended to accord to wooden handles for 
paint rollers the same duty as that applicable to wooden paint brush 
handles, currently 84 per cent. ad valorem. The amendment, which 
became effective on August 21, is provided for in the Tariff by adding 
to paragraph 412 the following words: 

“Handles, wholly or in chief value of wood, imported to be used in the manufacture of 
t rollers, shall be dutiable at the rate (however established) applicable to paintbrush 


idles, wholly or in chief value of wood, on the date handles imported for such use are 
©ntered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption.’ 


Proposed Reclassification for Duty 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have given notice of a 
prospective alteration in the classification for duty purposes, under 
the United States Tariff Act of 1930, of certain co-ordinate plotters. 
The notice, published in the Federal Register of August 27, reads as 
follows: 


It appears probable that a correct interpretation of paragraph 360, 
Tariff Act of 1930, requires that co-ordinate plotters be classified under 
the provision of such paragraph for mathematical instruments with 
duty at the rate of 254 per cent. ad valorem, a rate higher than that 
heretofore assessed under an established and uniform practice. 


Pursuant to Section 16.10 a (d) of the Customs Regulations, notice 
is hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such 
articles as drawing instruments under paragraph 360, Tariff Act of 
1930, with duty at the rate of 19 per cent. ad valorem, is under review 
by the Bureau of Customs. 


Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views or arguments 
pertaining to the correct tariff classification of this merchandise which 
are submitted in writing to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, 
D.C. To assure consideration of such communications, they must be 
received in the Bureau not later than 30 days from the publication of 
this notice. No hearings will be held. 


Amendments to the Anti-Dumping 
Act of 1921 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 
3, 1956 (page 944), about the review of the Anti-dumping Act of 
1921 being undertaken by the Treasury Department. This review 
has been completed and President Eisenhower, on August 14, signed 
an Act amending the 1921 Act. The amendments made by the new 
Act will apply to all merchandise for which no appraisement report 
has been made on, or prior to, the date of enactment except mer- 
chandise which was exported from the country of exportation before 
the date of enactment and is currently subject to a dumping duty. 


There are two stages in an anti-dumping investigation. The 
Treasury Department determines first whether there are sales at 
less than ‘fair value.’ If the Treasury’s investigation shows that there 
have been sales at less than ‘fair value’ then, and not until then, the 
case is referred to the United States Tariff Commission which decides 
the question of injury. If the Tariff Commission determines that there 
is injury, a finding of dumping is announced and dumping duties are 
thereupon assessed. Both stages are affected by the Act. 


A. Treasury Investigation 





Position before August 14, 1958 Current position 





(1) Under Section 202, where differences 
between the foreign market value and 
either the purchase price or the exporter’s 
sales price (whichever applied) were wholly 
or partly due to the fact that the wholesale 
quantities in which the goods were sold to 
the United States were greater than the 
quantities sold in the home market, such 
differences could be taken into account in 
establishing the ‘foreign market value.’

‘Restricted’ sales prices may be con- 
sidered in establishing ‘foreign market 
value’; sales on the home market, where 
so small as not to provide an adequate 
basis of comparison, may be excluded 
from consideration. 





The new definition is entitled ‘con- 
structed value’ and follow more closely 
that applicable to most goods valued 
under the terms of the Customs Simplifica- 
tion Act, as published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 1, 1956 (pages 505-6). 
The main difference from that definition 
lies in the retention of the requirement 
that general expenses shall not be less than 
10 per cent. or profit less than 8 per cent. 

A new Section 212 is incorporated in 
the Act, providing definitions of such terms 
as ‘sold or offered for sale,’ ‘ordinary 
course of trade,’ wholesale 
quantities,’ etc.

Control on Goods in Transit 


EXPORTERS WILL be aware of the various export controls operated 
by the United States, of which previous notice has been given in the 
Board of Trade Journal. The controls fall into two main groups: 

(a) those affecting arms, ammunition, aircraft and implements of 

war, and 

(b) those affecting strategic commodities and goods in short supply

It may not, however, be generally known that these controls may 
be brought into operation when goods intended for third countries 
are off-loaded in the United States. 

The regulations affecting arms and ammunition require, subject to 
certain minor exceptions, an intransit licence to be obtained from the 
Department of State whenever listed articles are to be off-loaded in 
transit through the United States, its territories or possessions. No 
licence is required for strategic and other commodities when shipped 
by vessel from one country and passing through the United States in 
transit to another country, provided that, while in waters subject to 
the jurisdiction of the United States, the goods have not been unladen 
from the vessel. Goods in group (b) which are moving in transit 
through the United States will not be subject to licensing provided 
they are not classed as highly strategic by the United States authorities 
and are being moved under a Transportation and Exportation (T. & E.) 
customs entry or an Immediate Exportation (I.E.) customs entry.

Imports of Push-button Puppets

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GREECE 
New Import Regulations 


THE GREEK Foreign Trade Board Decision No. 31642, dated 
August 4, 1958, amends certain import regulations forthwith (see 
the Board of Trade Journal of November 3, 1956, and subsequent 
amendments). 

List P (goods importable on credit terms) has been replaced by 
two lists, P.3 and P.6. Items on these lists may be imported into 
Greece on terms of three months’ and six months’ credit, respectively. 

List F.15 (15 per cent. advance cash deposit) has been abolished. 
This list was taken to comprise all commodities not included in any 
other list. The ‘all other items’ list is now List F.50 (50 per cent. 
advance cash deposit plus a 20 per cent. additional deposit — see 
below). Items on List F.50 may not in future be imported from ‘in 
transit’ stocks. 

List F.100 (100 per cent. advance cash deposit plus a 40 per cent. 
additional deposit — see below) has been augmented by about 55 new 
items, nearly all of which appeared in the previous List F.50. 

List F has had some items added to it from the former List P 
(thereby removing the privilege of credit terms). 

Items included in Lists F.50 and F.100 now attract a deposit of 
20 per cent. and 40 per cent., respectively, of the invoice c.i.f. value, 
in addition to the 50 per cent. and 100 per cent. advance cash deposit. 
The additional deposits are intended to cover import duties and other 
taxes. 

The revised lists P.3, P.6, F, F.100 and A are given below. 

A Legislative Decree has also been issued regarding taxation 
measures aimed at the restriction of the consumption of certain 
luxury items. The principal points are (i) a heavy increase on taxes 
paid on the first registration of motor cars and alteration in road taxes; 
(ii) a new ‘consumption tax’ (equivalent to a purchase tax) on certain 
goods; and (iii) an increase of the luxury tax on some items (details 
given below) from 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. ad valorem.

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Import of Some Fireworks Prohibited 


THE NoTIcE (S 40) published in the Board of Trade Journal of 
May 2, 1958, page 1050, under the above heading has been cancelled 
and replaced by Notice ‘No. S 160, which states that the importation 
into Singapore of any firework composition or manufactured firework 
containing a chlorate or phosphorus or picric acid or any picrate 
or of any manufactured firework containing more than one-fifth of 
an ounce of explosive composition, is prohibited except with the prior 
permission of the Commissioner of Police. 

The prohibition does not apply to amorces (caps or igniting tapes 
for toy pistols), or signals for use by ships or aircraft, or to Christmas 
crackers or bon-bon crackers or the snaps therefor or where used 
solely as a friction primer composition.
